Iro n Ago Hepo ri Thai Steel 
Sho rtage« May Be Go ne 
Within Six Mo nth« 


NEW YORK, Fish, 24— (AP)—'The 
steel indu stry *» raw m aterial su p­ 
ply ou tlook la b etter than at any 
time since the war, The Iron Age, 
metal working 
trad* 
weekly , said 
today , ^ 
Reporting prospect*, for an all- 
time si* m onth record In steel ou t­ 
pu t, the pu b lication commented. 
"It is more than a possib ility that 
b y the middle of this y ear talk of 
steel shortage» will b e down the 
drain." 
Helping the trend to normal, Tim 
Iron Age said, 
have 
b een 
the 
weather, b etter coking coal, condi­ 
tion of b last fu rnaces and improv­ 
ed su pply of pig* Iron and scrap 
"The wtwsther may have knocked 
the props ou t from, u nder the west 
and far 
west b u t it dealt a kindly 
deal to the east and middle west," 
said the, trade weekly . "It is esti­ 
mated that- good weather in those 
areas ha* m ean an added one mil­ 
lion tons of steel over and ab ove 
w hat wou ld have resu lted this y ear 
had 
the 
w inter months b een1 sa­ 
vers in the east and midwest, 
R eiter Coke 
“The Increase in the amou nt of 
b etter coking 
coal—helped 
along 
b y more and more coal washing— 
this y ear will mean an increase of 
1 4 mldon tons of steel ingots So 
the weather and b etter coal can t* 
credited with 2 4 million tons of 
steel this y ear—or at least a t Urn 
annu al rate." 
The Iron Age reported no major 
b last 
fu rnace 
repair 
programs 
slated for some time, and noted the 
nu mb er of new linings* In the past 
few y ears had pu t b last fu rnace op­ 
erations at a new high. It added: 
"If fou ndry demand continu es at 
a lower level steel firms wlU have 
more apd more pig Iron to u se in 
open-hearth fu rnaces." 
Scrap su pplies were reported as 
mu ch b etter than they were six 
months ago. Manganese ore and 
fern maasaneae were listed as raw 
materials "that may give steelmak­ 
ers some headaches " 
"They su re not alarmed 
ab ou t 
manganese ore," the trade weekly 
added. 
"Import* from Africa ami 
India are expected to Improve and 
dependence on Ru ssian ores wtU de­ 
cline There Is a disposition in some 
qu arters to let the Ru ssians know 
that th» steel indu stry can get along

SEEN ON BEEF 


Housewives 
Find 
Some 
Meats Have Rise« 4 io 
10 Cents In Week 


Hy the Associated Pre*s 
Housewives found higher 
price 
tegs on several meat* and vege­ 
tab les at favorite store* this week. 
Many b eef Item* were up four to 
10 cents a pound from last week in 
highly competitive chain store« a- 
cross the country. 
Pork cuts ad* 
vanced an average of S cents a 
pound. 
Grade “A” eggs were up a penny 
or two a doaeh. 
String b ?*n* ad­ 
vanced as much as 10 cents a pound 
in several cities, and tomatoes were 
a few cents higher. 
*■ 
The only meat to show a general 
downward trend was veal 
which 
was marked down four to 10 cents 
a pound b y several large chains. 
In New York, one chain announ­ 
ced it was cutting evaporated milk 
a penny a can following wholesale 
reductions of 85 cents per case of 
48 cans b y three major manufac­ 
turers. That b rought the retail price 
in New York to 27 cents for two 
cans. 
Meat b uyers attrib uted the b eef 
and pork advances to a firm whole­ 
sale market resulting from fewer 
livestock receipts.
